Bur ro omic relation of rhe ſeverall natures of 
theſe Lands chroughour England particularly, 
(which vain tediouſneſſe (itnor impoſlibilicy)may 
excuſe,) I will chiefly incircle my reports of 
Waſtes (ad ſaum eſſe) within the limits of the 
County of Somerſet ( my native ſoil) and ſome 
neighbouring parts, where mineeye and carc ha-

Bur ſhould the poor peoples cſtates 
bear any time determined (which they can never

ct (may ſome lay) it will ſeeme ſtrange or 
unpleaſing to Lords of Waſtes or Fenements to 
ſcetheir Lands and inheritances diſpoſed perpe- 
tually from their own poſſeſſion into the tenure 
and occupation of other perſons, Bur I anſwer, 
that a work being in handfor the generall good, 
we muſt cirher follow the current of generall 
acceptance, or fit down hopelefle of ſucceſſe : for 
ſhould theſe diſtributions cither for the preſent,
